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What is CREA project? 


CREA is the acronym for Creación de Recursos Educativos Abiertos (“Creation 
and application of Open Educational Resources” in English) A project promoted 
by the Ministry of Education of Extremadura (Spain) 





The main goal of CREA project is to encourage teachers in Extremadura 
(Spain) in the use and creation of OER for non-university educational levels, 
from kindergarten to high school. 


The project has more than 300 OER nowadays. Mainly in Spanish for different 
subjects like Maths, Language and Literature, Biology and Geology, Geography 
and History, Music and foreing language learning (English and French) All 
promote the use of innovative pedagogical methodologies. 
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How is CREA adopting the Recommendation? 


CREA follows the 5 areas of UNESCO (OER) Recommendation:

(i) building capacity of stakeholders to create, access, re-use, adapt and 
redistribute OER. 


eXe Learning: an open source authoring tool that all 
teachers can use online to create OER. 


eScholarium: digital educational platform where share 
OER and use them with students. 


Since January 2017, more than 400 courses for 
teachers have been developed, having trained thousands 


of teachers in the creation of OER. eXe en línea y eScholarium

CREA follows the 5 areas of UNESCO (OER) Recommendation:

CREA is part of the Extremadura Digital Education Plan 
(INNOVATED) Each academic year, a teacher can enroll in 
CREA as: 


e CREA teacher: creator of OER. 
e CREA experiences: use OER created by other 
teachers with students. 





"CREA Experiences" is usually the previous step to "CREA 
Teachers". Every CREA teacher has assigned a mentor. INNOVATED

In addition CREA promotes and encourages teacher keep 
working on REA’s model 


e CREA teachers’ work has positive consequences for their 
professional career. 

e CREA teachers have special access to specific training for 
this work. 

e CREA teachers have the chance to make the promotion of 


their creation and experiences in many different official 
web pages and media. INNOVATED 





How is CREA adopting the Recommendation? 


CREA follows the 5 areas of UNESCO (OER) Recommendation: PI 
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(iii) encouraging inclusive and equitable quality OER 


An specific part of teacher training plans is based on 
Universal Design for Learning (UDL, or DUA in Spanish) 
To validate an OER and include it in the CREA repository, it is 
necessary to pass a "UDL checklist". 


On the other hand, we have many OER developed directly by 
NGOs to promote inclusion (Plena Inclusión, Fundación del 


(Diseño Universal 
Secretariado Gitano or Amnesty International) Plena para el Aprendi dizaje) 

Inclusión also certify regularly the CREA ICT tools in 1 eho 
terms of cognitive accessibility. 
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How is CREA adopting the Recommendation?” 


CREA follows the 5 areas of UNESCO (OER) Recommendation: 
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(iv) nurturing the creation of sustainability models for OER 


CREA is an open model. For example, in addition to the OERs created within the project, 


we include OERs of others projects like EDIA project promoted by CEDEC. 
At the same time, we have already started the works to align the CREA OER repository with 


the Common Framework for Digital Teaching Competence. 


(v) facilitating international cooperation 


CREA OERs are already being used in other parts of the world (especially in LATAM for 
language reasons).
